Trumpet Wnn Important 


Even in the Trojan War 


The trumpet waa widely known In 


ancient times, playing Its pan in the 
fall of Jericho, and even In the Trojan 
war. Trumpets were martial and royal 
instruments through the Middle ages.

The trumpet Is a cylindrical tube 


•bout 8 feet long doubled back on It- 
self for ease In handling. The trumpet 
has three valves or pistons, the use 
of which enables the player to produce 
all the tonn In the chromatic scale 
within the compass of the Instrument 


The trumpet, like the horn. Is pro- 


vided with a mute, a pear-shaped af- 
fair that can be held In the bell In 
the place f t the performer's (1st. 


The cornet, sometime* mistaken for 


the trumpet, nntee * writer In the 
Washington Post. Is a Mperlng birs* 
tube a little over 4 feet In length. Its 
natural key Is B-flat. though crooks 
nay be used to set It In A. A-flat or G.
